Colony. Tho holiday timo is now drawing 
to a close. The sober season of hard work 
draws nigh. Those who have sought and 
won tho suffrages of their fellow-citizens for 
tho first '.ime, have yet lo feel that the hon- 
orable position to which they have been 
called is no sineoure. If they have been ac- 
customed to labor hard for themselves, they 
will find that the public expect iham hence- 
forth to work for others. If their private 
life has passed unscathed, they may bo pre- 
pared to receive hard knocks in tho service 
of the Slato. Public criticism will pull in 
pieces their weak points. Every false step 
that ihey take will oost thorn a check with 
the bit. Even their good actions will moat 
with but faint praise. Corporations are pro. 
yerbiolly soulless, nations nre no 
grateful Tho huge corporation of which 
every nation is composed, watohes 
the action of its board of directors 
— for so we may call the Government — 
more for tho purpose of blame or criticism 
than for praise. Then let our members, who 
are well shrouded in their newly fledged hon- 
ors, be not disappointed if their offorts do 
not meet with universal approbation. To the 
old birds we need say nothing; they know 
pretty well what they have gol to expect un- 
less they maintain due coirectness of deport- 
meut in the sphere to which they have been 
again called. They may remember the old 
aduge ol the sad fate that belals a coriain 
piece, of crockery, "yclept" pitcher. The 
courso of the past eleolions has shown them 
that what has served for the past of this 
Island will not do for tho fu'ure. A new era 
is about being inaugurated. If erar there 
was a time when united and intelligent action 
was required from our Legislators, it is now. 
The changes projected by the Imperial Gov 
ernment respecting these colonies will give 
rise to a new set circumstances requiring all 
our energies to deal with. It is id be hoped, 
therefore, that our new House will show stif 
ficieot intelligence, independecce, and energy 
to carry out effectually the trust to whioh 
thoy have been called, 

THE REAL ESTATE ASSESSMENT. 

Several complaints have reached us from 
time to time of ihe great inconvenience of 
the present arrangements for making known 
the Government Real Estate Assessments, 
for the districts outside the City of Victoria. 
It is well known that a large portion of the 
properly in these localities, is owned by peo- 
ple residing in town. Tho assessment office 
is in town — the. taxes must be paid in town — 
the Court of Revision sits hero, and the tax 
collector iiIbo is to bo found here. Every- 
thing shows the necessity for having all ihe 
means of transacting in the city, business 
connected with the imposition and levying of 
taxes. Whilst this is tho case, however, the 
law onlv requires the sworn and certified 
copts of the asses i ncut roll to be posted up 
in the particular district to which they each 
hare reference, as will bo seen by the follow- 
ing clause from the Real Estate Amendment 
Act of 18G2. 

XVI.— The assessor shall make out and 
deliver to the treasurer of Vancouver Island, 
the assessment roll completed and added 
up, with the certificates and affidav- 
its attached thereto together with a 
a true copy thereof ; and shall post up two 
copies in alphabhtical order of surnames in 
three or moro convenient places iu the dis- 
trict to which such assessment belongs, and 
be main.ained there till after the Court ol 
Revision." In addition lo this, it is truo, the 
law requires tho Assessor to transmit to each 
person assessed a written notice of the 
amount. But notwithstanding this however 
it is quite evident to all that the object ol 
the legislature in making those provisions has 
not been attained. Loiters sometimes mis- 
carry. When they are received the informa- 
tion they give is insufficient. They may tel| 
a man what his assessment is, but thoy do 
not speak of his neighbor's property in order 
that he may judge of the fairness with which 
the assessment has been made. That diffu- 
sion of information on those points which the 
law intended to effect does not under existing 
ciroumstances take place to the extent it 
ought. An actual inspection of the Assess- 
ment Roll or a true copy of it is necessary. 
How are people of tho city of Victoria who 
own property in Victoria, Saanioh, Lake, or 
any other assessed district, to avail them- 
selves of the copies of the roll posted up in 
those localities. For them Ihey are almost 
useless. Many of them cannot leavo their 
business to go out in tho country merely for 
an inspection of the document. Thoy may 
it is truo find a copy with the Assessor, but 
there is no necessity fur crowding up his of- 
fice and asking him lo do things people 
would prefer doing themselves. The wholo 
matter could be remedied by posting copies 
in one or two of the places of most general 
resort in town, such for instance as the Post 
office. As it is people dissatisfied with the 
Assessment this year or even interested in 
knowing how the new Assessor has dealt 
wilh their property in comparison with that 
belonging to others, find the means of ob- 
taining information on that scoro posted 
up quite out of their reach. This stato of 
things Ehould be amended. If information 
is to bo given at ull let it be done so com- 
plptely and efficiently.

The Reported Riot at Sugar Grove a Hoax, 
and Defeat of Banks by Taylor Denied. 

Diiliculties Between Lee and Davis. 



Bombardment of Forts Sumter and 
Wagner Continued. 

Important from Europe and Mexico. 



j Cairo, August 8.— That portion of the rebel 
1 ttrritory which lies west of the Mississippi will 
shortly be cleared of every organized force. Gen. 
Davidson is inarching down through the centre 
of Arkansas ; nnd thus far very successfully. 
-^Already the people of Jaeksouiport arc said tu be 
fleeing before Davidson's approach. There is also 
another expedition just on the point of starting 
into the Western country, which will assist in 
completing the work of crushing the rebellion. 
It cannot bo long before the cntiro sweep of the 
territory will bo under undisputed Federal con- 
trol. 

The Atlanta, Ga., Appeal urges guerilla opera- 
tions on the Mississippi river, and says that a svs- 
tematized plan of operations on its banks will ac- 
complish more than can otherwise be devised to 
cripple Grant. 

MEMPHIS, August 6, via Cairo, August 8.— Tho 
steamer Minnehaha has arrived from >few Orl«ans, 
with dates to the 29. Gen. Harks and stall' and 
Generals Franklin and Weltzcl, and other officer), 
took passage on the Crescent City for Vicksburg. 
The real object of Gen. Banks's risit to that place 
is contraband, but enough can be given to the 
public to make them feci satisfied that a move- 
ment will soon be made equal in its accomplish- 
ment to any yet put into execution. 

Gen. Herron, and tho nrmy under hi* command, 
have landed on the cast side of tho Mississippi 
river, two miles belovi Port Hudson. 

The Safourche country has been recaptured by 
Banks's army, and the Techo country is now 
within his yrasp. The capture of Brashear City 
opened a cuuntry that, heretofore had not been 
occupied by our troops. 

Buffalo, August 8.— The report of the riot at 
Sugar Grove is a hoax. The operator at Warren, 
Pa., says that there is no truth in it, The draft 
had not commenced in Warren county. 

Chicago, August 9.— Despatches from Corinth, 
Miss., tho Sth, contain the following : MobiU 
papers of the Hist July any that Johnston had 
made a visit to Mobile to inspect the fortifications 
and defenses. It is said, on good authority, that 
his army had lost fully 10,000 men by desertion 
since the fall of Vicksburg, and desertion is still 
going on. The papers make grave complaints of 
the suffering in his army caused by its recent 
movement*. The citizens of Mississippi are said 
to be despondent, and several arrests have been 
made of those reported to bo connected with secrel 
societies, having for their object tho rotum o[ the 
•State to the Union. The funeral of Yancey took 
r placo at Montgomery on the 20th. July. His death 
crrates a profound feeling of sorrow. 

From Saturday evening '3 Washington Star wo 
have information satisfying us that on Wednesday 
Lee's whole army, with few exceptions, was around 
Fredericksburg. 5,000 infantry, with his cavalry, 
were making a show of holding Culpopper, as if 
concentrated south of the liapidan and Gordous- 
ville. He is now engaged In rather a bitter con- 
troversy with Jeff Davis on the subject of rein- 
forcements. Davis avows his inability to furnish 
them : and Lee replies that he, Davis, must pre- 
pare to see the country north of the James river 
given up, as it will bo madness on his part, with 
what force he has north of that river, to hold it as 
matters now stand on the llappahnnnock. 

A pirliou of I.ongstreet'a corps lias occu- 
pied Fredericksburg, but iho indications are 
that no attempt will be made by the enemy 
to hold that point. Tho rails of the Ered- 
ricksburg and Acquia Creek railroad buvo 
been all torn tip by Iho rcbols nnd sent lo 
Richmond, together with every othor variety 
of property in that section available for mili- 
tary purposes. The railroad bridges, depots, 
etc, have been burned, and the whole coun- 
try between the Rappahannock and Potomac 
• wept of everything. 

Washington, Aug. 11. — Senator Conness, 
of California, has arrived, and is tho guest of 
Senator Chase. 

It is slated that the Army of tho Potomac 
is being increased at tho ralo ol 1000 a day 
by drafted men. 

FoitTREss Monroe, Aug. 11. — The expedi- 
tion which left hereon tho 4th, under the direc- 
tion of Gen. Foster, accompanied by thetur- 
rctad ironclad Sangamon and two gunboats, 
tho Commodore Barney and Cohasset, pro- 
ceeded up the James lliver. When within 
7 miles of Fort Darling, at a point called 
Dutch Gup, a lorpedo exploded under the 
bow of the Barney, tho lock btring of which 
connecter] with the shore. Tho explosion was 
terrific, and lifted tho gunboat's bow 10 feet 
out of the water, and threjr a great quantity 
of water high in the air, which, fa ling on the 
deck, swept overboard 15 ol her crew, among 
them Lieut. Cashing, tho commander. Two 
sailors wore drowned, the rest being saved. 
Gen. Foster was cm board at the time when 
the explosion look place. The enemy then 
opened upon them from the shore with 12 
pound Bold pi aces. The Harney was pene- 
trated by .17 shots, besides a great number of 
aiuakct balis, but not a man was injured ex- 
cept the paymaster, who was slightly wounded 
by splinters,. The gunboat Cohasset received 
iivo 12-pound shols, one of which passed 
through the pilot house, instantly killing the 
commander. The Harney was towed to New- 
port News to ho repaired. The object of the 
reconnoisance was accomplished, and the fleet 
relurncd. 

It is pretty certain that the rebel state- 
ment, to the effect that Dick Taylor has 
defeated Banks and captured 0,000 prisoners, 
is a caunrd of the largest kind. Con. Banks 
was at Vicksburg two weeks ago in consulta- 
tion with Gen. Grant, und we know nothing 
of his having been defoated. 

The rebels are making desperate dibits to 
organise another cavalry force, nnd are im 
pressing into service all the horses in Virginia. 
Whole regiments of infantry are being mount- 
ed and converted into cavalry. 

New Fork, Aug. 12. — The Herald's Mor- 
ris Island correspondence ol dates the 5th and 
Till reports our position stronger and safer 
than aver. The moral confidence ol our troops 
is unexampled. Although the rebels keep 
pouring in shell from Fort Wagnor and Sum- 
ter, and oth'.r fortifications, thu protection of 
our troops is so complete that our casualties 
ure hardly worth mentioning. 

Capt. Payne, of the 100th New York regi- 
ment, and of his men were captured by tho 
robols on the night of tho 4th while on u 
scout near Light Bouse Creek. They made a 
spirited but unsuccessful resistance to supe- 
rior numbers. 

A boat belonging to Iho Ironsides, while 
on picket duty last Wednesday night, was 
run down by a rebel steamer. Part of the 
crew were drowned; the rest were saved by 
another of our boats. No prisoners were 
taked by the rebels. 

Tee main force of Lee's nnny is on tho line of 
tho Rapidan, Lee's headquarters is at Oordons- 
villo. An intelligent prisoner says that Leu has 
received 10,000 men as reinforcements frum tho 
Cotton States. 

Admiral Porter has been granted two months' 
leave of absence. He will visit the North, after 
making the necessary arrangements tcr the man- 
agement of the fleet during his absence. 

Naw X~ORK, August 12.— The Tribune's special 
correspondence from Washington says that the 
Hon. John V. Hutchlna, special agent of tho Gov- 
ernment, who has returned from Now Orleans, 
reports in favor of re-establishing a United States 
Mint there. 

A letter published in tho World, dated aboard 
tho steamer Liberty, August !ith, reports the mur- 
der of the entire family of Benjamin Breokham, 
who were living 011 a plantation in Tennessee, 12 
miles below Island No. 10, by a patty of 1H col- 
ored IT. S. soldiers from that island. Sit persons 
were killed, 3 of them children. Most of the 
demons havo been apprehended by Federal cav- 
alry. 

WasniNOTON, August II.— A letter received 
hero from Richmond by the last flag of truce boat 
states that Jeff. Davis continues quite ill, and 
doubts are entertained of his recovery. It also 
states that Lee has protested against Jeff. Davis 
haugiug two Federal oflicers in retaliation for 
those hung by Burntide, in it involves the life of 
his son General William F.Lee. 1 f his wishes 
are nut acceded lo ho declares his intention of 
throwing up his commission. 

Memphis, August P.— Letters from private 
soldiers in Bragg's army reports him falling 
back to Atlanta, Ga., with tho intention ol 
fortifying and defending that place. A lurge 
number ot desertors; who have their arms 
with tlinm, are in thu mountains near Pike- 
ville, Ala., organizing with the citizens to re- 
sist the oonsotiptiorj. 

Nbm York, August 11.— The- draft has 
boen nearly completed in tho western part 
of tho State. A revision ot the enrollment 



has boen ordered in tho fir3t New York Con- 
gressional District, where drafting will com- 
mence in about two weeks. 

Caibo, August 11.— Gunboats are being 
prepared to co-operate with Gen. Steele's ex- 
pedition into Arkausas. A number of Wcsl- 
ern regiments hare already arrived at Hel- 
eun. 

Louisvir.i.E, August 12.— Deserters from 
the rebel army report that Bragg has been 
superseded by Bishop Polk. 

New York, August 12. — The situation in 
Virginia seems to be as follows : Tho buse 
of the rebel army will bo for tho present at 
Goi-Jonsville, where the branch main line of 
the Railroad between Richmond and Fred- 
ericksburg, diverging at Sexton's Junction, 
sttikes the Grange and Alexandria line. Our 
own communication, instead of being byway 
of 1 lie J'otumac to Aquia Creek and thence 
to Falmouth, is by tho Orange and Alexan- 
dria Railroad direct from Washington, our 
recent front. The Rapidan, rising along the 
Blue liidgo mountains, Hows in an easterly 
direction and unites with tho Rappahannock 
at United Slates Ford, Along tho lino Gon. 
Fee holds thu river as far as Frederickburg, 
where tie lias a corps de place. Our own 
front appears to extend along the upper forks 
of the Rappahannock, so that tho tri- 
angle belween tho Rapidan and the Kappa- 
hannook will probably be for some time de- 
bnteabla territory. 

The guerri'las in Western Tennessee aro 
about cleaned out ; but one little squad are 
known to bo near this city, and that com- 
prises not over GO men, commanded by Bob 
Morris, known to be a notorious horse thief 
before the war broke out. Tnia band f 1 red on 
the steamer Rose Hambleton lo day, aud she 
was struck by about 20 balls. Fortunately 
no one was injured. 

Wasbixoton, August 12 — Jlosby's guer- 
rillas ureb'till depredating on our lines. Last 
night they captured 12 sutlers' wagons a 
short distance beyond Aaeotinck creek, south 
of Mount Vernon. A detachment of Federal 
troops lias been sent in pursuit. 

The report of the operations of tho army of 
tho Tennessee, from the day that Gen. Grant 
assumed the immediate command of ihe 
expedition against Vicksburg, until its sur- 
render, 13 published in an ollicial gazette to- 
day. He says i; is a striking leaturo, so far 
as his observation goes, of the present vol- 
unteer system of tho United States, that 
there is nuthing that the men are called upon 
to do, mechanical or professional, but thai 
accomplished adepts cannot be found for ihe 
duty required. Speaking of iho assistance 
rendered by the navy, he says ho cannot close 
his report without an expression of thankful- 
ness lor his good fortune in being placed in 
cooperation with iho oflicers of the navy, who 
accorded to every move that seemed I'qr the 
interest of our arms their hearty and eneigelic 
support. Admiral Porter, he adds, und 
every officer under him, havo shown the 
greatest readiness in their cooperation, no 
matter what was to bu done or what risk to be 
taken. Without their prompt and cordinl 
support his movements would have been much 
embarrassed, if not wholly defeated. 

Washington, August 13. — Gen. Grant's 
report, after acknowledging the cooperation 
of the Navy, concludes : Tho result of this 
campaign has been the defeat of the enemy 
in live battles outside ol Vicksburg, the 
occupation of Jackson, tho capital of ihe 
Stale ; tho capture of Vicksburg, its garrisons 
and munitions of war, with a loss lo the 
enemy of .'17,000 prisoners— among whom are 
15 general officers : at least 10,000 killed and 
wounded — among tho killed being: Generals 
Tracy, Tilghinan and lircen ; hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of struggles, who can never 
be collected and reorganized. Arms and 
munitions of war, for an army of 60,000 men, 
have fallen into our hands, besides a large 
amount of oilier public property, consisting of 
railroads, locomotives, cars, steamboats, cot- 
ton, etc., and much destroyed lo prevent its 
capltire. Our loss in the series ol battles, 
may be summed up as follows : At Fori 
Gibson— killed, 130; wounded, 718; mis- 
sing, 5. Fourteen-Mile Creek skirmish — 
killed, 4; wounded, 4; missing, none. Ray- 
mond—killed, 00: wounded, 31 ; missing 32. 
Jackson — killed, 40; wounded, 240; missing, 
6. Champion Hills — killed, 420 ; wounded, 
1,842 ; missing, 180, Big Black railroad 
bridge — killed, 29 ; wounded, 242 ; missing, 
2 ; Vicksburg — killed, 545 ; wounded, 3,308; 
missing, 312. Total — killed, 1 .242 ; wound- 
ed, 7,21)5, and missing, 537. Of the wounded 
many were but slightly injured and continued 
on duty, and many more required but a few 
days or weeks for their recovery, aud not 
more than one half of the wounded were per- 
manently disabled. 

The Tribune's Army of the Potomac cor- 
respondent says : Col. Sawyer, of the 1st 
Vermont Cavalry, has been unpointed to the 
command of a brigade in Kilputrick's divi- 
sion. Lee's infantry is said to bo all south of 
the Rapidan, though his cavalry scout be- 
tween that river and tlio Upper Rappahan- 
nock. A division has reinforced him from 
Bragg's army, and an equal number have lelt 
him for Charleston. There are no sigtis of 
his moving up the Shenandoah Valley, but 
we may expect another raid into Maryland 
and Pennsylvania when the corn ripens. On 
our side there are but little signs of an ad- 
vance. J.ee is too strongly posted for an 
attack by our present forces. The heat is so 
great thai soldiers are not required to drill, 
much less lo march. 

The steamer Arago, from Port Royal via 
Charleston, haaariived. Correspondence of 
the 8tii says thu rebels have built numerous 
additional batteries on .James Island, We 
havo to encouuter 100 more guns than Ad- 
miral Dtiprmt. The rebels are ulso building 
interior lines of defense near the city. About 
7.000 troops Irom the North have landed on 
Morris Island during the past week. 

A letter dated the 10th, says Gen. Gilmoro 
has notilied Admiral Dahlgren that be will 
bo ready to commence ihe attack 0,1 tho 
13th. Tho navy is ready and fighting will 
commence that day. The gunboats and mor- 
tar bouts are stripping for the fight. At the 
lime the Arago left the Ironsides and three 
gunboats were shelling Cumming's Point. 
The weather was delightful. Our losses on 
Morris Island do not exceed three or four per 
day. 

The trial of James M. Whittior for the ns- 
sault on the Tribune oltico during the lalo 
riot, resulted in a sentence of one year's im- 
prisonment and S250 fine. 

A letter in tho New South newspaper, pub- 
lished at Port Royal, dated Morris Island, 
August 4th, says : Our lines have been stead- 
ily advanced under a hot tire Irom the enemy, 
with scarcely a casualty — nut ono having 
been reported to-day. Our advance is now 
within about 000 yards of Fort Wagner, and 
our batteries and fleet allow the enemy but 
very little rest. Occasionally Ihere has been 
very sharp and continuous liring, and on one 
or two occasions Fort Wagner responded j 
vigorously for 11 few moments, as if enraged ' 
at the effect of our shell*. But the principal 
shelling Irom tho rebel side has been done 
by Sumter, .Johnson and battery Uregg. 

St. Louis, August 13— A totter from Fort 
Blunt, Cherokee Nation, July 30th, says: 
The enemy are concentrating from the East 
and South, to overwhelm Blunt's command. 
The rebel General Steel is reported in com- 
mand with Cooper's old force, and Cabell's, 
from the vicinity of Fort Smith, and is now 
encamped live miles south of here, on Coo- 
die's Creek. Gen. Baylor is moving up from 
iho Red River with 4,000 Texans, and they 
are now at the battle ground of Honey 
Springs, anil a battle is daily expected. 

Cairo, August 13— The despatch boat 
General Lyon arrived to-day direct Irom 
l J ort Hudson, which placo she left on Friday 
evening. Ollicers report the bunks of the 
Mississippi, all the way up, as deserted and 
drear, and for miles not a single human being 
can bo Been, nnd the guerrillas will soon be 
numbered among tho thing's that wero. 

M km ems, August 13. — News from Ihe 
South says that a force of rebels estimated 
at 7,000 infantry anil 3,000 cavalry, under 
Gen. Logan, are marching towards Natchez, 
and planters coming into that place within 
Iho past lew days slate that tho rebels are 
conscripting fully one-half of thu able bodied 
negroes in Mississippi. The rebel Gen. Dick 
Taylor, who is also near that place, advises 
Ihe planturs lo turn their best negroes over to 
the Confederacy, stating if they did not, the 
Federals would put guns into the hands of 
tho negroes to murder tlmm und for plunder. 

Tho reputed retirement of Gon. Price is 
nol confirmed. When last heard from he was 
in the vicinity of Jacksonport. having sue- 
cccdjd Lieut. Con. Holmes in command of 
the troops of Arkansas. His army consists 
of about 17,000. 

CnicAno, August 13— The President haa 
determined to curry into effect the recont re- 
taliatory order, and he has ordered tbrae 



rebel prisoners from South Carolina into con 
finement, as hostages for the three colored 
aoamon captured on tho gunboat Isaac Smith. 
Who are now imprisoned at Charleston. 

Cincinnati, August 13— Rebel prisoners 
continue to arrive at Camp Chase iu large 
numbers. There are now over 3,200 confined 
thote. Movements in the Department of tho 
Ohio are very active, tho reorganization of 
the eotire army being pushed lorwnrd rapidly 
and troops in large numbers are daily passing 
through this city. 

St. Paul, Minn., August 14 — A report was 
received to-niglit that Gon. Sibley had fought 
throe battles with the Indians, killing 30 ; 
our loss was 7. Tho Indians were driven ao- 
cross the Missouri river with considerable 
loss. The expedition is homeward bound. 
No particulars of tho fight have beeu re- 
ceived. 

Chicauo, August 14 — Tho Washington 
special dispatch in yesterday's New York 
lima, says the political character of John 
Conness. U. S. Senator from California, has 
been authoritatively settled. Dislinguished 
members at the Cabinet to-day have said 
that the California Senator, in character, is a 
combination of equal parts of Ben Wade and 
D. O. Broderiok, He is a man of conscience 
and nf courage. Mr. Connesa, before going 
to visit his friends in Illinois, left behind tho 
assurunco that the Unionists in California 
would curry tho State in the corning election 
by 50,000 majority. 

Washington, August 14— The Agent ol 
the Treasury Department who went 10 Eng- 
land several months ngo, has returned to 
Washington. His mission has been highly 
successful. He secured the conviction of two 
counterfeiters of United States notes at the 
York assi/.es. It la believed that no attempt 
has been matte to forgo these notes except in 
the cases above mentioned. 

Washington, August 1-1— Liout. English, 
in n communication to ihe Navy Department, 
dated 28lh July, says thai under instructions 
from Acting Rear Admiral Bayloy, he had 
assumed command of the blockading squad- 
ron off the Eastern coast of Florida. He 
despatched an expedition up the Mosquito 
Inlet, which captured a sloop laden with cot- 
ton, a schooner waiting (or a cargo, n large 
quantity of cotton on shore was burned, sev- 
eral vessels were destroyed, one of which had 
a cargo of sail. A force lauded, which des- 
royed all the. houses that had been occupied 
by tho rebel troops. On landing the lorce 
was Bred on by a few stragglers. No one was 
hurt. Tho boats scouted tho extensive la- 
goon 20 miles, as far up as tho blockade run- 
ner could go. 

Winchester, Tennessee, August 14— Gen. 
Rosecrans, in the past Iwo days, has created 
quite an agitation among the cotton specula- 
tors. Abuses of a disgraceful character hav- 
ing been discovered, n Military Commission 
has been appointed lo investigate the charges 
and ferret out the offenders, Moneyed mo- 
nopolisers havo beeu promenading the streets 
to-dav under guard ; the wires are in requisi- 
tion, and iho utmost activity, with the lien- 
eral as a motive power, prevails lo arrest 
every one in tho Department in the least con- 
nected with the abuses in question. 

Chicago, August 14. — Yesterday's New York 
Herald's Washington dispatch nays it is itateil by 
those who profess to know much of the pro- 
gramme of tho rebel leaders, that the organization 
of negroes in the rebel armiei has boon deter- 
mined upon. The negroes thus employed to be 
compensated by donations of land and emancipa- 
tion, at the end of the war. 

Washington, August 14— Dispatches have 
been recoived from Admiral Dahlgren to-day. 
They are principally of a business character, 
and not, therefore, proper lo be published. 
From them we loarn that full preparations 
have been made by himsul" and (Jen. Gil- 
more, ns stated by those oflicers, and l lie pro- 
spects of success, pending the attack on tho 
enemy'^ -works, ure in Ihe highest degree 
encouraging. Their representations are ol 
such a character as to admit that a battle 
cannot take place with any doubt of a tri- 
umphant success. 

Nkw Yuri, August 14— The Herald's 
Washington dispatch reports all quiot in the 
army. The greater portion of Leo's forces 
are south of and in tho immediate vicinity ol 
iho Rapidan, though a considerable force is 
kept between the Rapidan and the Rappa- 
hannock. It is anticipated that I-ec will at- 
tempt lo gain our rear wilh ft corps, while 
tho remainder of his forces operate in our 
front. 

No fours are entertained, however, con- 
cerning Ihe result of any attempt to flank us 
and a repetition of Jackson's manosuver would 
doubtless result more disastrously lo Lee 
thun did his invading strategy. 

Nkw YonK, August 14.— It is now understood 
that the draft will commence in this city on Wed- 
nesday next. 

Toronto, Aug. 14 — Parliament assembled 
yesterday. The Governor General in a 
speech, directed especial attention to tho ex- 
isting militia law, which required extensive 
omenduient, in order to place it in a condi- 
tion of efficiency. 

Parlies recently arrived from Richmond 
represent iho people there as sunk in the 
deepest gloom. They aro deserting the city 
in crowds, in consequence of the high prices 
of provisions. Sickness prevails to a fearful 
extent, and the want of medicine is badly 
folt.

Memphis, August 'J..— Mobile papers cif the .'id 
state that Johnson's army is at Brandon and Mer- 
idian, and interspersed, about 2$ ,000 strong, and 
in n position to move to Mobile or east us may be 
required, ltuglcs aud Chalmers are at Okaloona. 
Richardson had again appeared at his old camp- 
ng ground in Tipton and Fayette counties, steal- 
ing horses, conscripting men and levying contri- 
butions on the people. His orders arc to conscript 
all light- colored negroes as well as white men, be- 
tween the ages of 18 anil 45.

Richmond, August 3. — In a cavalry light yes- 
terday near Brandy Stltion, between Hampton's 
Legion and three brigades of Yankees, lusting 
several hours, the Confederates fell back upon 
their infantry support, after which the Yankees 
wero repulsed. Our loss was less than 100 killed 
and wounded. Colonels lllack and Voting wero 
wounded. 

Tho Court of Inquiry to investigate the evacua- 
tion of Winchester and Martinsburg is organized, 
composed of Brig. -Generals liiry, Abcrcrorable 
and DeRussey. 

Fobtrbss Monroi;, August 14. —The Rich- 
mond Examiner of Monday last expresses strong 
condemuation of the course that North Carolina 
is pursuing, in catling a mass convention, unless 
North Carolina proposes sending a delegation to 
Washington. 

Winchbstek, Tonn., Aug. II) — Tho enemy, 
in the late tetrcat over the Tennessee river, 
fired the magnificent bridge at Bridgeport, 
but succeeded in deslioying only two spans, 
on this side of the river. Discovering that 
preparations wero being made to repair the 
damage, a strong force ol rebels advanced 
last night and destroyed the remainder. 
Gen. Sheridan fired a few rounds at them, 
but received no response. Robol deserters 
who came in this morning reported their 
force nt Chattanooga at 40,01)0. 

Helena, Ark., August 11 — The guerrillas 
in this vicinity aro quite bold and vigorous in 
their operations. A beater of despatches from 
Gon. Davidson to Gen. Steele, with an escort 
of IS men, was attacked fa day or two since, 
20 miles (roni here, by 100 guerrillas. The 
horses of the Federals worn inuoh worn down, 
but they nevertheless endeavored to outrun 
their assailants. Tho chase continued until 
our pickets, live miles out, were readied, 
when the rebels retired. They captured 12 
out of 18. 

Chicago, August 15. — The St. Louis Re- 
publican, says: — Reports from the Sixlh Con- 
gressional District represent that in most of 
the counties lying north of the Missouri river 
tho work of making the enrollment is pro- 
grefcsing very well, but in thu counties of 
Jackson, Saline and LalayaltO much difficul- 
ty is met wilh, which is discoumgiug. Out- 
side of tho military posts in these counties 
the enrolling oiTicur dare not show himself. 
Sufficient guards cannot bo procured at pre 
sunt, and all the available military force in 
this section is required to proieel t do posts

thereat. The oitixons of Lexington, on a late 
occasion, turned out to assist guarding the 
post. In Jackson and Saline affairs arc 
rather worse than in Lafayette. The deputy 
enrolling officer lor Saline has succeeded in 
having a good many names enrolled by re- 
questing citizens to come into the Marshal's 
ollico and give their namos to tho enrolling 
oflicers, but bushwhackers have stopped this 
by threatening wilh death any and every one 
who may hereafter enroll. 

A letter dated Winchester, Tetin., Ihe 12th, 
says the 123d Illinois lias just returned from 
a trip inlo Alabama, where they went for the 
purpose of dispersing a party of bandits near 
the junction of Larkia Fork and Point Rock 
river. About 300 Texans wore encountered 
and driven back, being followed for a con- 
siderable distance down tho Point Rock river. 
A number of prisoners were taken, and ri fu- 
gess issuing irom hiding places poured in 
continually until the command withdrew 
towanls Wiuchostcr. Fugitives from tho 
conscription say that ovory male citizon ca- 
pable ol bearing arms is being forced into 
the robel service and carried oil'. In Georgia 
the prevailing opinion they say is that Gen. 
Bragg will fall back on Rome as soon as 
Rosecrans advances, and that a desperate ef- 
fort will be made to hold that place. 

Tho N. Y. Tribune says all the vessels of 
war engaged in tho late operations on the 
Mississippi, aro to 09 surveyed in obedience 
.to ollicial orders, and such of them as need 
repairs are to be sent homo. This'ia practi- 
cally withdrawing for the present the ves- 
sels. Nearly every ship composing the fleet 
has stillered severely iu action, and must be 
relieved. 

Kansas City, August 15.— The female 
prison in this place fell on Thursday morn- 
ing, burying 1 1 women — 1 were killed and 
slightly wounded — 1 mortally. 

The'mail coach aud passengers were rob' 
bod by guerrillas this morning near the liig 
Blue, between this place and Independence. 

Cinc innati, Aug 15. — Rrig. Gen. Thomas 
Welch, commanding the First Division of 
the Ninth Army Corps, died in this city last 
night of congestive fever'acquirod during the 
campaign in Mississippi. 

Nkw York, August 15.— A Niagara Falls 
telegram Bays Vnllnndigham leaves here for 
Quebec immediately. After remaining there 
a fow days, he will proceed to Windsor, 
Canada, opposite Detroit. 

New York, August 15 — 11 is said that tho 
rebols are receiving immense supplies by way 
of Wilmington, N. C, in spite of the blockade. 
Machinery ol all kinds, locomotives, railroad 
iron, guns of ttie heaviest calibre, clothing, 
medicines, etc., are daily brought in, as if no 
blockade existed. Officers and crews aro 
constantly leaving Wilmington for England, 
to man the rebel privateers now being built 
for the rebel navy. 

Milwaukie, Wis., August 1."). — The follow- 
ing has been received from Geo. Si bloy, dated 
August ihe 7th: We had three desperate en- 
gagements with 2,200 Sioux warriors, in 
each of which they wero routed aud finally 
driven across the Missouri river, with the 
loss of all their subsistence, etc. Gur loss 
was small, while at least 150 savages wero 
killed and wounded. 

(Jen. Sibley marched Irom Fort Pierre on 
the 20th of July with 1,200 cavalry, and 
will doubtless intercept the flying Sioux. 
Little Crow, the principal Chief and instiga- 
tor of Ihe Indian hostilities, has been killel, 
and his son captured. Indian hostilities east 
of the Missouri river may be considered 
ended. 

St. Paul, Minn, August 15— Later re 
ports from Sibley's expedition say that tho 
battles occurred on Iho 24th of July, and 5th 
and Gth of August. The Indians lost all 
their propcity, many thousand dollars in 
value, including lent?, btifl'a robos, skins 
nnd dried moat by the Ion, scattered over 
their track for a distance of 10 miles. They 
crossed tho Missouri with their ponios and 
families but left hundreds of iheir wagons ou 
this side. Sibley had only 15 days' rations, 
ami his animals being woru down, he did 
nol deem it prudent to pursue them, and is 
homeward bound. Only 1,000 Indians wore 
engaged in the first day's buttle. Half of 
them had guns. In t lie second battle at Hut- 
fa lo Lake, and tho last at Stony Lake, 2,000 
were engaged, but their only object seemed 
to be to cover tho retreat of their turn 'dies. 

St. Louis, August I") — A despatch from 
Gen. McNiel, commanding at Springfield, 
says that Lieut. Col. Coffee, with a force of 
rebels and Indian half-breeds, made an attack 
on the Gth Missouri Cavalry under Col. 
Catherwood. Coffee was defeated with a 
loss of 30 killed and wounded, a large num- 
ber of prisoners, all his wagona, ammunition, 
stores, cattle nnd horsos. A detachment 
under Capt. I Uracil pursued ono portion of 
the bnnd, killing nnd wounding 3f>. Tho 
rebel force was completely scattered.

St.Joh.VS, N. B., August 8th. — Tho steam- 
ship China, from Liverpool Ihe 1st, has ar- 
rived. The Times argues to show that the 
recent Federal successes aro not likely to 
prove materially advantageous lo them.

Washington, August 11 — A Paris Idler 
of late date says that tho nlaim about war 
with Russia continues, und tho most impro- 
bable teports ure started hourly in regard to 
it. Thu situation at present is, that France 
will not go alone into wnr with Russia, for 
fear of n European coalition ; but that il 
France can curry Austria, England and 
Sweden into the war, then Russia, which has 
believed this coalition impossible, will back 
out and concedo the Six Points. Thus, in 
any ease, war for the present seems impossi- 
ble. France and Sweden are eager for war, 
but Austria and England hold back. In the 
meantime, trade is suffering by the fright as 
much as if wor were aolually commenced. 

Sr. Johns, N. F., August 15— Tho steam- 
er Ilibernia from Liverpool Iho Gth, has ar- 
rived. 

The Confederate loan in London had de- 
clined lo 35 per conl discount, bill had rallied 
to 24. [1] 

Capt. Luce of the ship Sunrise publishes 
the particulars of the capture of his vessel 
by the pirate Florida. The latter was (lying 
tho American flag, when she overhauled tho 
Sunrise, but after some enquiry hoisted the 
Confederate flag and sent a prize crew on 
board. Capt. Luce ultimately signed a ran- 
som bond of $00,000, in presence of an 
armed force.

Nkw York, August 14— The national Po- 
lish Government, in a despatch dated July

shall retain possession of certain nominate j 
localities, in order to prevent nny conflict 
with the population. Second— All persons 
who arc now under arrest shall be immedi- 
ately liberated, and all pursuit on political 
grounds shall instantly cease, and exiles shall 
return to their country, 'lhird — A perma- 
nent international commission shall be es- 
tablished in the country for the purpose ot 
seeing the armistice vigorously put into exe- 
cution. 

The National Government Being convinced 
that tho points above indicated aro indispen- 
sable to any combination whoso object might 
bo tho effectual stopping of the effusion ol 
blood, you may assure Ihe mediating powers 
that all engagements thnt may be contracted 
on those grounds will be faithfully observed 
by the Pules. 

Important from Mexico 

By the Golden Aire at San Francisco, wo 
[Alta\ havo news from tho City of Mexico lo 
the 5th of July. 

Juurez intends lo movo the seat of his gov- 
ernment to Guadalajara. 

The Juarez party have a number of large 
guerrilla parties in the field, and they are 
giving the French much trouble. 

Gen. Ortega is preparing for a campaign 
against the French, and ( Jen. Negrete drove 
the French out of Acatzingo. 

Forey had prepared a division, and given 
it orders 10 march on Quorotaro, but recind- 
ed the order, fir-ding that the guerrillas were 
becoming too troublesome near llie capital 
and on ihe road to Vera Cruz. 
S From tho Echo da Pacifique wo translate 
tho following decree of tho Assembly ot 
Xo'nbles, establishing the empire : 

L. The Mexican nation adopts as its form 
ol Government a hereditary moderate mon- 
arch, with a Catholc Prince. 

2. The Sovereign will take the title of Em- 
peror of Mexico. 

3. The Imperial crown of Mexico is offered 
to His Serene Highness Prince Ferdinand 
Maximilian, Archduke of Austria, for him- 
self and his descendants. 

4. In case that, from circumstances impos- 
sible to foresee, the Aiebduko Ferdinand 
Maximilian should not accept the crown 
which is offered to him, the Mexican nation 
appeals to tho kindness of His Imperial Ma- 
jesty Napoleon 111., Emperor ol* tho French, 
to select another Catholic Prince. 

Thu decieo was adopted on ihe loth June. 

The news of the assassination of General 
Lallavo, and tho robbery of the $30,000 in 
liia charge, by the soldiers of his escort, is 
confirmed. 

Tho entire number of troops under Juarez 
is reported to be 6,009. 

On the 2Uth of July a grand entertainment 
was ba given to tho French in the National 
Theatre. 

Forey has issued a decree, threatening 
death to all members of bands of aimed mal- 
efactors. 

Buitron, the reactionist bandi., has been 
shot by the French. 

By the steamship Golden Age, we (Bul- 
letin, ) have a private letter Irom Iho City of 
Mexico to the 7ih ol July, and also advices 
from Guadalajara to the Jlsl. 

The roads between Acapulco and ihe City 
of Mexico were closed. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment (Juarez) had issued a decree staling 
that no communication would be allowed 
with tho City of Mexico, and notifying all 
persons engaged iu trade or trallio that all 
goods found ou the road destined for the City 
of Mexico would be seized and confiscated, 
and the owners if caught would be punished 
withjdeath as traitors. 

General Nogrete, Governor and comman- 
der of tho Mexican forces in the State of 
Puebln, with 5.000 troops attacked about tho 
0th of Jaly the French at Acatzingo, a city 
situated on thojroad 10 Orizaba. The French 
forces were defeated, nnd Negrete took pos- 
session of the City. The French retreated, 
leaving Negrete master of the road. Negrete 
wus joined by 2000 of tho Mexican soldiers 
who hud been captured at Pncbla, and were 
held as prisoners, and with whom befell iu 
upon the road to Orizaba. 

For some timo tho French forces in the city 
of Mexico had been engaged in organizing an 
expedition to the interior or the country, lo 
take possession oT some of the large cities ; 
but on aceout.t of Ihe activity of guerrillas ihe 
French had been compelled to abandon the 
project, and to send out their forces to differ- 
ent points on the road leading to the city of 
Mexico. They havo now detachments at 
Tluscala, Pueblu, Pachuca nud Hunmautla. 
The guerrillas have captured a number of 
trains bound lo tho French army. The 
French forces at Iho present time in the city 
of Mexico consists of 1 1,000 French and 3,000 
Mexicans under Maiquez. The remainder ol 
the army, us before stated, is defending the 
roads leading to the city. 

The Triumvirate established by the French 
wag in session, and debating iho question ot 
establishing n inonnrohy wilh Maximilan of 
Austria as Emperor. It was conceded thai 
an empire would be proclaimed, as the Tri- 
umvirate wero only in existence as the crea- 
tures of Saligny, ami would do the bidding of 
ihe French commander. The pictures of 
Maxmilinn and his wife tad buen placed on 
the public streets by the French, and labelled 
as thu future Emperor and Empress ol 
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California News. 

THE EXCITEJIEET AT VISALIA. 

VlSALIA. Aug. 8. 

The excitement here is much increased this 
morning in consequence of Wells' house 
having been burnt last night. The- Seces- 
sionists declare that civil war has commenced 
and loudly threaten retaliation with fito. 
There is little doubt that Wells's house was 
burned by bis friends, us his wife removed 
all his hirnilnro, etc., yesterday, declaring 
that she would rather see it burned to Ihe 
mound than see it confiscated by the Black 
Republicans. 

Sergeant Stoblo was buried yesterday with 
military honors. TI10 funeral was very 
largely attended. Tho soldiers are naturally 
very much exasperatetl, ns be wa3 a peace- 
able, inoffensive man and n gre.it favorite. 
I'll evidence shows that he did not speak a 
-vord nor make a mitioii previous to being 
hot. The verdict was that ho was killed by 
James L. Wells. 

Unless troops are sent here within a very 
few days, in sufficient numbers to overawe 
iho soeesb, Ihe chances are that a terrible 

millet will ensue, in which hundreds of lives 
will be lost. If the sccesh burn one house 
as they threaten, the Union men will drive 
them from the country or die in the attempt. 
They will have to do it in self-defense. 

Gordon Douglass and Tilden Reed, both of 
whom took part in the shooting, ure now in 
the guard-house. Nothing has been heard ot 
Wells. Tho horse he rode oil upon was found 
within a mile of town. He had evidently 
changed horses and gone on, or dismounted 
and took to a swamp on loot. 

Later— 2 P.M. — Robert Hueston, one of 
tli3 parties concerned in the shooting scrape, 
was arrested this morning. The prool U 
positive against him. The civil authorities 
will not net unless Col. Jones is empowered 
to declare martial law. Ho can do nothing 
wilh Ihe prisonera, It is hoped Gen. Wright 
vri II sec lo this.

Thore was considerable feeling in San Luis 
against llie aclion of the Government of the 
United Slates, in seizing some lb',000 stand 
arms which had been purchased by the Mcxi 
cun Government, and wero shipped for a 
Mexican port. The Government of the 
United Stales, after the Bailing of the vessel, 
had sent out a ship of war which captured 
nnd look back the craft, and held possession 
of Iho arms. Tho Mexicans say. with some 
truth, that the United Slates Government 
allowed iho French to purchase mules, 
wagons, nnd other necessaries, which tho 
French shipped to Vera Cruz ; but now they 
acted very differently. Can it bn, ibey say, 
lhat the United Stales fears the French and 
acquiesces in the occupation ol a sister 1 c- 
public, whose feelings and sympathies arc 
with the Government of the United States ? 

Sonor Romero, the Mexican Minister nt 
Washington, nud orders sent to him, it was 
supposed, to ask n» favors of the present 
Government of the United Slutes. 

President Juarez issued Irom San Luis 
Pot os i, on the 15th July, a decreo prohibiting 
Ihe exportalion of specie from Mexico. Gen, 
Forey had issued a similar decree a few days 
beloro. 

aince tho above was published we have 
received a letter from tha City of Mexico, 
dated July 11 — lour days later than tho news 
given in our Inst issue. Our correspondent 
confirms the important news lately received 
by Overland telogrnpli, of the establishment 
of an Empire in tho Republic of Mexico. 
The Junta of N'otables, in session, on the I0:li 
oi July, declared Mexico to bo an Empire, 
and elected Ferdinand Maximilian, Archduke 
of Austria, 10 be Emperor, with descent of 
the crown to his natural heirs.
